Hearing Postponed as Justice 


Denounced Him. 


CROWDS CHEER THE REBUKE 


Charge Against Representative of New 


York State May Auume Interna- 
tional Aspect — Application to Re- 
lease Thaw on Bail Now Expected. 
Both Sides Are Confident of Victory. 


Coatioook, Que., Sept. 8.—William 


Travel's Jerome refused to appear In 
court when he was called for arraign- 
ment on the charge of being a gambler. 


Justice of the Peace JlcK.ee put the 


hearing over until Thursday, Sept. 11, 
and allowed the bail of $500 to stand 
unfort'eited, though he took occasion 
to denounce Jorome mid to insist that 
the New York attorney would be pro- 
secuted to the full extent of the law. 


Spectators iu the courtroom ap- 


plauded tin- justice's remarks, while 
Jerome's counsel remained silent. 


At Ottawa, the Canadian capital, It 


was reported that the arrest of Mr. 
Jerome may assume an international 
aspect. 
It is understood the depart- 


ment of Justice will thoroughly probe 
the circumstances of his arrest, and if 
It should be found not strictly in ac- 
cordance with the law an ajiology may 
be tendered to the state of New York. 


Mr. Jerome remained at Norton Mills, 


Vt, preparing to continue the flght to 
'bring Harry K. Thaw back to Mat- 
teawnn.

Denounced Him. 


CROWDS CHEER THE REBUKE 


Charge Against Representative of New 


York State May Auume Interna- 
tional Aspect — Application to Re- 
lease Thaw on Bail Now Expected. 
Both Sides Are Confident of Victory. 


Coatioook, Que., Sept. 8.—William 


Travel's Jerome refused to appear In 
court when he was called for arraign- 
ment on the charge of being a gambler. 


Justice of the Peace JlcK.ee put the 


hearing over until Thursday, Sept. 11, 
and allowed the bail of $500 to stand 
unfort'eited, though he took occasion 
to denounce Jorome mid to insist that 
the New York attorney would be pro- 
secuted to the full extent of the law. 


Spectators iu the courtroom ap- 


plauded tin- justice's remarks, while 
Jerome's counsel remained silent. 


At Ottawa, the Canadian capital, It 


was reported that the arrest of Mr. 
Jerome may assume an international 
aspect.
